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Since I suppose that Statev ? a friends have hastened to advise you of their 
"great" success which they reaLized during their “congress", I consider it 
necessary to write to you myself in order to prevent you from misapprehen- 
sion. 

Despite the fact that somebody paid Statev' s expenses ($1000) and also 
gave to the Statev friends another thousand dollars in order to assist them i 

in carrying out their "congresses", the resuLts achieved by them are not even i 

one half of that which we achieved without any help. Our banquet was a true 
manifestation and our congress proved that the organization remains firm and 

that nobody outside of the former emigrants from Greece (the little group of i 

your friends) stood firm.* The election of the National Council which took place 

with the participation of all organizations and the declaration of all branches of 

the organ ization in Europe without exception clearly shows that it is faulty to 

think that Statev or the few boys around him can possibly attain success. It is 

a pity for those who entrust these people and spend money in order to support 

them. If it had not been for outside, ne i the r Statev would have come nor could 

they have held a congress. Such a synthetic piece of work will collapse 

immediately when means cease to be given. Besides, I haven't anything else I 

to say further. Soon "Borba" will come out and I will send a copy to you in 
order for you to see the truth. 



That which must be pitied is that the young king will be tricked and will 
not be able to fulfill his mission because his tie-in with Statev will poinfhim 
out as a partisan supporter and will prevent him from the possibility of being 
neutral. He loses friends daily and I cannot foresee what the end will be. 

In any event, the fight for the liberation of Bulgaria is not tied in with the 
persons of anyone individual and it will continue. I am sure that soon everybody 
will understand the great mistakes which were made in the attempt to go along 
the road of creating schisms in order to control the organization. Let us hope 
that these mistakes will not be seen too late. Let us hope that they can be 
corrected.
